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DRAYTON SEEKS A DIVORCE. 


Hallett Alsop Borrowe Named as Co- 
respondent. 

New York, Sept. 7.—J. Coleman Drayton 
has sued for a divorce from Charlotte A. 
Astor-Drayton on statutory grounds. Hallett 
A. Borrowe, whom Drayton once ehallenged 
to a duel, is named as co-respondent. Spe- 
eine acts of infidelity are charged against 
Mrs. Drayton, dates and places being given. 
Mrs. Drayton was in Kew York on July 2%, 
when the papers were served, and acknow!- 


edged service, but she has since satled for 
Europe. The couple were married in 1879 and 
have four children, whose custody the 
plaintiff asks. 

THE EXPECTED DUEL. 

In London two years ago Drayton sought a 
duel with Hallett Alsop Borrowe, whom he 
accuses of being the seducer of his wife. The 
challenge was the outcome of an interrupted 
luncheon which was being partaken of by 
Mrs. Draytenand Borrowe atthe Midland 
Grand Hotel, London. The PDraytons were 
at the time livingina house at Wimbledon, 
Harry Vane Milibank, a rove and duellist. 
was the second for Borrowe and 
pointed out that, inasmuch as ft was 
asserted that Drayton had accepted 
an income from the Astor family in settie- 
ment of his marital difficulties, he could not 
justiy challenge the alleged supplanter in 
his wife's affections. A jury of honor, com- 
posed of the Duc de Morny and Aurelien 
Scholl, upheld this claim. The letters be- 
tween Drayton and Borrowe were given out, 
It is supposed, by ‘‘Modoc’’ Fox, a London 
journalist, who was jet into tie secrét and 
given the documents by Millbank. The let- 
ters were given out after Drayton, Borrowe 
and Millbank had all sailed tor this country 
on the same ship, the Majestic, and the 
contents of these letters Kept the public in a 
state of humorous expectancy until the ar- 
rivalof the Majestic. Speculation was rife 
as tothe outcome of a probable meeting on 
shipboard, and all sorts of predictions were

GOSSIP OF THIS SIDE THE OCEAN. 

For some time before the incidents noted 
above society on this side the ocean bad gos- 
siped regarding the friendship that existed 
betweeh Mr. Borrowe aud Mrs. Drayton, and 
the servants in both households added to the 
current rumors. It was said that they fre- 
quently took long rides together, and occu- 
pied the drawing-room at Crow's Foot at un- 
seewly hours. r. Drayton, it was said, 
avoided meeting Borrowe, who was alleged 
to have almost monopolized the society of 
his wife. A coachman ia the Drayton employ 
boasted that he could not be discharged, ow- 
ing to his possession of family secrets.

Northwest, and Borrowe is alleged to have 
been a constant Visitor during his absence. 
A stormy scene is said to have followed his 
return, — which he is alleged to have 
threatened to leave his wife.

It was during 
tuis residence abroad that itissaid an ar- 
rangement was agreed to by Drayton at the 
instance of Mrs. Astor whereby he should 
remain quiescent, in return for the payment 
of $5,000 a year and $15,000 forthe support of 
his children. It was subsequently announced 
that Mrs. Drayton would re-enter society 
and demand recognition, Dut she never 
aid so. 

THE BORROWE-FOX DUEL. 

There has been mo lack of incidents in the 
Drayton-Borrowe scandal to interest the 
public. In addition to the threatened meet- 


ing on the feld of honor’’ between Drayton 
and Borrowe, the iatter foughtareal duel 
with **modoc’’ Fox near Ostend, Belgium, 
in April, 1993, when two shots at twelve 
paces were exchanged.

Whea the marriage took 
place Miss Augusta Astor was reported to be 
worth half a million dollars in her own right, 
and Mr. Drayton himself hadan ample for- 
tune. He has lost a good deal of his money 
in speculation during recent years. 

Mre. Drayton, like her mother, was fond of 
gayety and fashionable lite. r. Drayton 
wasnot. His tastes have always been those 
of a quiet club man. This difference early 
began to separate the young couple, and 
when to it was aGdeda disparity of tastes 
and ideas on many other points the Dreach 
was not long in widening. 

RORROWE EARNING A LIVING. 

It would seem that Hallet Alsop Borrowe 
made up his mind about two years ago that 
he would better do something useful. Or his 
father made it up for him. Borrowe entered 


the service of the Metropolitan Traction Oo., 
better known as the Broadway Cable Road. 

He utilized the best gift that nature and 
education has bestowed on him—his good 
manners, his address, His was the task to 
obtain the consent of property owners to the 
construction of proposed lines in the streets 
where their property lay. For every such 
consent he obtained Borrowe was paid a cer- 
tain amount by the company. It will be seen 
atoncethat Borrowe was a fine young man 
to obtain consent from anybody. 

Atter sticking at it for a year asd a half 
Borrowe transferred his field of labor from 
New York to New Jersey. There, being re- 
moved from his club friends and from so- 
called society, Borrowe went in for real hard 
work. 

The Consolidated Traction Co. of New Jer- 
sey isowned by — nearly the same set of 
men asthe Metropolitan Traction Co. A few 
Jerseymen have been injected into the man- 
agement to lead the road legal color, as it 
were. About six months ago Borrowe trans- 
ferred his services to the Oonsolidated 
Traction Co. He was made Assistant Super- 
intendent of one division of the company, 
The Bowery and Hight street Division of the 
New York & Newark Troliey road. He worked 
ten hours a day. 4 month ago he was made 
superintendent of the division. There was 
not so much fun in the superintendiug as in 
some other thiags, but there is more money, 
The whole conduct ofthat division is now in 
Borrowe’s hands. He still works ten hours a 
day. Heisaccountable only to the central 
officers of the road, whose headquarters are 
in the Prudential Insurance Co. 's big dutld- 
ing. Borrowe’'s headquarters are in the car- 
house of the division, which is about two and 
a half miles east of the Pennsylvania Rall- 
roada’s Market Street Station in Newark. 

The car-house is in the Neck of Newark. 
Ihe Neck of Newark is strongly recom- 
mended to all who seek quiet and seclusion. 
It is truly rural. There was nothing about 
the car- house to-day Dut dust, some pegs 
and a few motormen.

The Crescents intefposed a 
denial and cited whole sections of constitu- 
tion and by-laws to show that while-they had 
been remiss in meeting their dues, 
they dia not forfeit their membership or even 
stand suspended until they bad been in ar- 
rears for six months, which expired on Sept. 
6. Treasurer Robert Holm, when called 
upon by the Orescents’ representatives, pro- 
duced the Orescents’ check, dated Aug. 20 
and delivered to him on Aug. 28 for$8. This 
dia not satisfy the Pastime representatives. 
who urged that the Crescents should not be 
allowed to take an judgment.

This is 
confirmed by the fact that the Emperor yes- 
terday decorated Count Von Doenhof with 
the order of the Red Eagle. Count Von Doen- 
hoff, it will be remémbéted, in May last was 
expelled from the Conservative Union de- 
cause he voted for the Russo-German com- 
mercial treaty in the Reichstag.

his approval of the Count’s action and he 
has now made his position clearer by honor- 
ing von Doenhoff with the Order of the Red 
Eagle. 

The guests at last night’s banquet were 
members of the highest nobility and included 
among them all the military omcers of the 
province, After the Emperor had toasted 
the King of Wurtemburg and the latter had 
responded, his imperial majesty began a 
speech which caused the deepest impression.

Bill and Broke His Pledge. 


THE FULL &€TORY GIVER TO THE POST- 
DISPATOR. 


That Cenference of Heuse Leaders and 
the Representative ef Six Senators 
Whe Contrélled Tariff Legislation iz 
Their Chamber—The Battle Against 
Pretection Must Ge @un. 


Wasniscror, D. O., Sept. %.—Senator 
Blackburn gave tothe Post-DisParon corre- 
spondent to-daya statement of the agree- 
ment under which the House accepted the 
Senate tari Dill and how it was »>rought 
about, 

It was stated in the newspapers that Sens 
tor Blackhura, acting on behalf and at the 
instigation of Senator Gorman and several 
other prominent members of the upper 
House, wentto Mr. Catchings and through 
him agreed with the House leaders that if 
the House would accept the Senate tariff bill 
and pass free sugar, free coal and free tron 
bills the Senators whom he represented, in- 
cluding Mr. Gorman, would see that 
the Dille were passed by the Sen- 
ate. In the statement given vdelow 
Senator Blackburn exonerates Senator Gor- 
man of the pledge to pass free coal and iron 
Dille, Dut accuses him of agreeing to support 
the free sugar bill and of Dreaking that 
agreement. Ia the dispatches above re- 
ferred to it was said that Senator Blackburn 
was indignant at the dad faith shown by 
Democratic Senatorsand that he was contem- 
plating the advisability of making a state- 
ment of the facts on the floor of the Senate. 
For some reason he did not do this, and to- 
Gay for the first time he consented to tell 
publicly the story of his negotiations. 

The story published Aug. 28 was in the 
main correct, said Senator Blackburn, 
**thoagh it did not state all the Getails ge- 
curately. When the second conference was 
on and the outlook of the bill was far from 
reassuring, I went to see Gen. Catebings of 
Mississippi, dy aathority of six Democratic 
Senators—these were Senators Cockrell of 
Missouri, Jones of Kansas, Gray of Dela- 
ware, Harris of Tennessee, Gorman of Mary- 
land and Brice of Ohio. I was authorised to 
negotiate with the House leaders and see 
what I could do toward bringing about 
action looking to the passage of 
some Kind ot a tariff Dill. This was when it 
seemed as if no satisfactory sompromise 
would be reached between the conferrees of 
both Houses. The ex-Senators waited in the 
room of the Oommittee on Appropriations 
for my return. This was Saturday after- 


noon, Aug. 11. 

**Gen. Catchings took me to the room of the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors, and after 
some conference and consultation he told me 


to wait there until be could commanieate 
with Speaker Crisp. He soon returned with 
the Speaker, and efter the discussion the 
terms of an agreement, which would be 
satisfactory to both sides, were reached. 
This agreement was in effect that if the 
House leaders would agree to accept 
the Senate billthe Democrats in the Senate 
would try to pass separate bills providing 
for free sugar, free iron and free coal. The 
House, however, wasto introduce and pass 
these Dilis first, and then we in the Senate 
were totry an put them through in short 
order. Ireturned tothe room of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations and reported 
tothe waiting Senators the terms on which 
an agreement could be reached, and they 
authorized me to close the arrangement. 
Senator Jonesof Arkansas was not present, 
baving Deen calied out by Cliff Breckinridge a 
short time before I returned. 1 thereupon 
made an appointment with Gen. Catchings 
to meet Meat his house on Q street on sun- 
day morning following at 9 o’ciock, when the 
preliminary matter would be talked over 
again andicould state the latest instruc- 
tions I had received from the six Senators. 

Gen. Oatchbings and 1 met on sunday 
morning and we came to the foilowing 
agreement: inthe Democratic caucas the 
next morning the House was to accept the 
Senate Dillasit has passed that body. They 
were then to send in separate bills providin 
for free sugar, free coal and free iron. 1 tol 
Gen. Catcbings — py J that Senators Gor- 
man and Brice would favor free coal and 
iron, Dut that the other Senators that I 
represented, as well as mysel!, would 
ado our utmost to get a vote on 
Tree coal and free iren before the Senate ad- 
journed, butIcould not undertake to say 
that we would be successful. I did agree, 
however, o passa free sugar bill through 
the Senate and had the co-operation of the 
six Senators above named on this free sugar 
Proposition. My only complaiut in the mat- 
ter is that when the Murphy resolution came 
up in the Senate four or five days later, de- 
Clariog that it was not expedient to have any 
further tariff legislation, not all of the six 
Senators stood by me, nor did all the Demo- 
crats in the Senate. I felt that every Demo- 
erat in the Senste was duty bound to see that 
we 22 out our agreement with the House 
people.

The Apostelic Delegate fe the United 
States Will Net Mave Theat Privilege. 


Roms, Sept. 7.—Inquiries made by the As- 
sociated Press correspondent at the Vatican 
to-day in regard to the statement published 
by a newsagency, saying that the Pope is 
preparing an encyclical letter to be ad- 
dressed to the Bishops and people of the 
United States announcing the absolate su- 
premacy of the Apostolic delegate in church 
matters in the United States, with the single 
right of appeal to the Pope show tha there 
is no truth inthe story.

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SCHOOL BOARD BXCUSEE. 
Now comes the School Board echoing 
the pitiful plea of poverty, set up by the 
municipal authorities, in explanation of 
the failure to keep pace with the needs of 
the city. 
President Brockman states that sufficient 
school accommodations are not provided 
because of the smallness of the revenue 
for school purposes, and asks that citizens 
vote an additional tax of 1 mill for the 
erection of school buildings. 
The School Board has just obtained the 
privilege of levying an additional tax on 
the merchants of St. Louis, amounting to 
$125,000, and still the cry is for more. Mr. 
Brockman says that $880,000 must be de- 
ducted from the total revenue of $1,500,000, 
which leaves a balance of about 5600, 000 for 
buildings, repairs, officers’ salaries, taxes, 
eto. 
It is useless to analyze this breezy state- 
ment. The President of the School Board 
deals with large figures ina large way. 
He does not pretend to show that any part 
of the princely income of the schools is 
not misspent, or that the small balance 
available for building purposes is all that 
can be saved by honest, economical and 
judicious expenditure. Nor does he try to 
prove that the §200,000 he says is left for 
building is wisely expended. 
There is no need to emphasize the fact 
that the liberal school fund is wiped out 
without adequate results. The people 
know that, butthey would like to know 
how much the margin for improvement is 
cutdown by jobbery and extravagance. 
They would like to know why it is that 
despite alleged lack of accommodations 
the board was willing to pay an unneces- 
sary lobby fee of $5,000, and scandalous 
facts concerning methods of building, 
contract letting and repairing are con- 
stantly cropping out. 
The people of St. Louis are not inclined 
to accept excuses for failure from a School 
Board with a million and a half of revenue 
and a willing people back of it. They find 
it difficult to credit any explanation of 
shortcoming except that of mismanage-

HOW PLANTS daO. 


Proceed bya Series of Advances 
and Bests. ‘ 


From the Imdependent. 

In a recent issue of the Philadelphia Acad- 
emy’s Proceedings“ is a paper on rhyth- 
mic growth in plaats. Growth is not con- 
tinuous, but is a series of advances and 
rests, and some portions of plants rest longer 
than others, and again longer at one time 
than at another time, and many of the char- 
acteristics of plants are wholly dependent 
on the duration and force of the growth 
cycles. For instance, some plants form 
lateral fower buds during the growth of the 
flower spike, which continue growth and de 
velopment as the flower spike advances. 
There will then be immature buds at the top 
ofthe spike, while the lowermost buds on 
the spik@advance to fall Dlossoming. The 
hyacinth illustrates this class. Compound 
flowers, of which the aster family is an illus- 
tration, makes buds which are partially de- 
veloped and then rest till the terminal 
bud if reached, which then blossoms, 
andthe others successively downware fol- 
low. Theauthorof the paper cited shows 
an intermediate class inthe willows. The 
catkin is formed in the seeond class noted. 
The lower florets in the catkin rest after be- 
Ing partially formed until the catkin has as- 
sumed its full length, but the new growth 
eyele is not from the top down or bottom up, 
but from the center of the catk in.

When the Orb of Day Is Hottest and the 


Reasons Therefor. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 

The fact has long been recognized that the 
sun is a Variable star. Of course, its varia- 
tions are slight, else they would have a dis- 
astrous effect upon the earth. The regu- 
larity with which sun spots gradually in- 
crease, and then decrease in number and 
size, is, however, a sufficient indication that, 


as viewed from a great distance in space, 
and with sufficiently delicate means of ob- 
servation, the sun would run through a cycle 
of variations in brightness once in every 
eleven years. 

It might well be supposed that, if such 
changes take place, they would be more eas- 
ily perceived from the earth than from a 
greater distance. Asa matter of fact, how- 
ever, there are practical difficulties which 
render it almost impossible to get an accu- 
fate measure of the variation from year to 
year in the amount of the sun's radiation 
that falls upon the earth. 

It has even dees undecided whether the 
sun is hotter or colder when itis most spot - 
ted. Some observations have indicated that 
the sun is hotter when the disturbances that 
create sun-spots are most active, while other 
observations have, at the sametime, tended 
to show that less heat is then received on the 
face of the earth than is received when thera 
are practically no sun-spots, 

Recently, however, mr. Savelief has re- 
ported to the Academy of Science in Paris the 
result of experiments and calculations made 
by him since 1890, which strongly go to show 
that not only is the sun hotter when it ig most 
spotted, but that it is precisely at such times 
that the surface of the earth feels the great- 
est intensity of solar radiation.

The lay members are few and exclusive and 
include such names as Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
August Belmont for finance; Edwin H. Biash- 
field for art; Riehard Watson Gilder and 
Mrs. Van Reuss laer, the only woman mem- 
ber—all swell New Yorkers—for literature, 
and Stanford White and Richard M. Hunt 
for architecture. 


When the Sculptor Society, which has the 
enthusiasm of youth, bas seitjed upon the 
prize design it will send a numv@r of its bis 
wigs to Washtmgton, and they will put the 
new goddegs before Mr. Carlisle and ask him 
to reiegate the old goddess to history aud coin 
collectors and put the new charmer in her 
place. ifthe Secretary is at all susceptibie 
to womanly beauty they are sure that he will 
mot refuse the offer—when he can get anew 
goddess without costing our poor Govern- 
ment a penny. 

There is one member of the society who 
thinks ne knows beforehand what Mr. Car- 
he Secretary will say 
that there has always been too much of the 
goddess in evidence, and if a new one is to 
be created while he is in office, she must 
weara mask and a nightcap with ear-flaps 
tied don bya string runhing under her 
throat. Mr. St. Gaudens bad a little experi- 
ence with Mr. Carlisle in relation to a 
World's Fair medal—two experiences, in 
fact. And in the second instance he finally 
gave up in despalr because he was unable to 
put enough clothes on hls subject. 

Mr. Rucastuhi Will probably not be of the 
committee that will go to Washington, He 
has very positive ideas on art and very post- 
tive ideas about the Kentucky standard of 
What is and what is not modest.

Some of 
them bave even carried their prejudice so 
far as to insist that tradesmen suall always 
give them doliar bills in change, w John 
Quincy Adams Ward declares that he has 
heard asliver dollar in his trousers pocket 
at night wal ikea ghost that had stubbed 
its toe against a chairleg. Even Holland 
and Belgiam and some of the little South 
American republics have much prettier 
coins than ours. ‘the English sovereign and 
the Frenen five-franc piece are works of art. 

To begin with we had a bad model for our 
silver dollar. The frst design was mae from 
the head of a Philadelphia young woman 
who bad a Grecian nose, a sallow complex 
jen and the alrof a person who thinks she 
thinks. Since that time all of the designs 
have been made in accordance with the 
original. 

The sculptors say our goddess has no 
character, nostrength. Her eyes, chin and 
mouth are weak, and when looked at 
critically she Strikes one as beintig 
pancakey fiat. She should look as if she 
were born to command, as if the very whisk 
of her skirts would Cause all of the other 
goddesses to sKurry out of the wey. say these 
critics. Judging from some of the work of 
Mr. Ruckstuhl has done, he himself can make 
her look that way. 

The meking of a fine design for a coin is a 
work of highart. The original designs are 
reduced to four or five times their original 
size, ardinthis way the expression of the 
larger one will be perfectly reproduced. 

fee Haven't any men uf ability enough to 
make a good design, says the Sculpture So- 
ciety, the sooner we know it the better. If 
we have, American sculpture is ina asure 
vindicated from the charge of imibecility 
which our goddess has . er upon them 
And if the Government not accept their 
design, whiy, the Seulptate Society will have 
demonstrated what an inartistic and anap- 
preciative Government it is.
